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NIGHTINGALES GIVE SIGNS 


WHERE 
THE WINTER? 
(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


OAMARU, N.Z., February 
(by Mail). i 


'TEAT melodious bird, the nightingale, 


that has inspired the poet to flights 
of fancy, is just now creating some interest 
in two hemispheres by reason of the ex- 
periment recently made to acclithatise the 
songster in far-away New Zealand. More 
than casua] interest attaches to this ex- 
periment in view of the previous efforts 
to transplant the nightingale to the far 
Southern Pacific; which were not attended 
with success, In 1871 the Otago Acclimi- 
tisation Society had a shipment forwarded, 
but all the Birds died on the voyage. 

A similar society in Auckland, at the 
opposite end of New Zealand, met with a 
repetition of Otago’s misfortune in 1875. 
Four years later the Canterbury Society, 
in the centre of the island, tried\ an 
experiment with a little more success than 
the Northern and Southern provinces. A 
single nightingale survived the voyage, 
but its life was of short duration, for it 
died in captivity. 


RELEASED. 


The experiment recently tried, however, 
promises more success. The four birds 
were the gift of Mr. David Garnett, the 
novelist, and were taken to New Zealand 
by a former résident who was going out to 
his native country again. The experiment 
interested a band of British ornithologists, 
including Viscount Grey of Fallodon. 

On Christmas morning the birds were 
released at Tamaki, near Auckland. Care 
was taken to give them their freedom in 
country as like an English countryside as 
possible. There is a piece of native bush 
in that locality whose undergrowth 
resembles that of an English wood. The 
rings that had been sent out for the pur- 
pose of ringing the birds. unfortungtely 
did not come to hand, and as such rings 
were unprocurable locally, the birds were 
released in their new surroundings un- 
ringed. The nightingales, when the leash 
was slip flew off animatedly among 
the native ti-tree and were heard calling 
to one another. 


SONG HEARD. 
ELT OT RT 


At the time of writing, a little more 
than a month since the birds’ liberation, 
word has come to hand that the birds 
have been heard singing in the bush at 
Tamaki, where they were released. The 
man who brought them out expressed 
delight at the news; for it demonstrates 
that the nightingales are nesting. Vis- 
count Grey of Fallodon and Professor 
Smith, of the Roya] Zoological Society, 
on the other hand, were somewhat doubtful 
whether the nightingales would breed in 
their new home. 

There is much speculation in New 
Zealand regarding the future behaviour of 
the melodious English bird. The authori- 
ties have been assured that it is 
insectivorous, but under alien skies pre- 
vious importations of birds have undergone 
a rapid progress of degeneration,‘and have 
varied their diet of insects with a heavy 
toll of the farmers’ grain and the 
orchardists’ fruit. : 

Where they will migrate in winter-time 
is another question that excites curiosity. 
If they are not used to long ocean flights, 
New Zealand will be a bad country to 
leave; for the ocean is vast in distances 
separating it from other islands. The 
warmer climate of Australia is some 1,200 
miles away ; Fiji, still warmer, some 1,400 
miles distant. Should they reach either 
of these countries, the probabilities are 
that they would find the difficulties in 
setting back to England somewhat 
lessened; for the ocean interposes fewer 
barriers between those countries and 
Europe. 


GAIETY THEATRE. 
“ THE PRIVATE SECRETARY.” 


It is some five years ago since ‘‘ The Pri- 
vate Secretary,” the farcical comedy that has 
been making the world laugh for over. a 
quarter of a century, has been in Dublin. 
Its presentation at the Gaiety Theatre this 
week was anticipated with pleasure, not as a 
revival, but as a continuation of something 
that is a really unique entertainment. lt 
was not, therefore, surprising to find a well- 
filled house for the opening night of the 
Cecil Barth touring company’s visit. 

This rollicking farce, like other outstanding 
stage*successes of the last generation, seems 
never to go quite flat, even with the sphis- 
ticated audiences of the present time. Such 
plays may be but “ poor stuff ” intellectually 
or theatrically, but they were so well con- 
structed on the lines of the simple, direct 
appeal, that people ‘still enjoy them. The 
enjoyment is the more keen when “ The 
Private Secretary " is well done, when the 
audience cannot fail to see that everyone on 
the stage is playing with relish, and enjoying 
the fun. 

We are afraid that the company now ap- 
pearing at the Gaiety hardly came up to that 
test, on the opening night, at all events. The 
notable exception to that generalisation was 
Mr. E. H. Williams, an actor who can pla 
anything. He was Mr. Cattermole, as weal 
as was any of his predecessors in the famous 
part of the fat, good-natured uncle. From 
the moment he came on he was a delight to 
wateh, and even more than to listen to. 
Miss Ada Marius came next as Mrs. Stead, 
but the rest of the cast were not under the 
skin of their parts. They were good enough, 
but they lacked spontaneity, and on too many 
occasions were just acting. The second act 
went well enough to make one almost forget 
the limp in the pace of the opening. But 
there were Ail g little indications that the 
company can give better períormances when 
they settle down. '

Some ten days later we took our pass- 
ports to the local office in Innsbriick. for 
permission to remain another month. The 
official said, ‘‘ Call for them to-morrow; 
two hundred crowns each, please.” - On 
the morrow we called, and the official, in 
his most officious manner, said: “ Your 
paseses.are at Steinach ; you must go there 
and fetch them. You went out:of Austria 
and returned without a fresh visa. You 
must go out again and come in properly. 
You. will be heavily fined.’’ 

I protested vehemently, and swore in 
three languages, but to no avail, being 
merely threatened with arrest for ‘‘ A mts- 
beleidigung.’’ So we had to make the four- 
hour journey to Steinach by train, where 
the ‘passport officer. said: ‘‘ Ha! the two. 
Eng er! “You will pay five thousand 
crowns each geldstrafe."’ 

We reminded him of his note given to 
us. ‘‘ Ach, so,” he replied, putting the 
“ geldstrafe’’ in the waste basket, ‘‘ of 
course. It is all right. It is-my fault. I 
forgot to cancel those rubber stamps I put 
on rill san Sag '

Venite a few days later we told him of 
our encounter with red tape. “ The man 
in Innsbriick shall be dismissed,’’ he 
remarked. .. 
Back in Innsbriick, I went to see the 
offensive official. But he. was. gone—sum- 
marily dismissed—and we were received as 
if we were ambassadors. ' 


An Irish Biographer. 


Mr. Michael MacDonagh, who is near- 
ing the completion of his life of Mr. 
William O’Brien, is admirably fitted. for 
the task of biographer, both by his literary 
abilitjes and his intimacy with the late 
irish leader. 

Mr.. MacDonagh was born in Limerick 
about sixty-seven years ago, and received 
his early education at the. Christian 
Brothers’ School in that city. . He adopted 
journalism, as his profession, and at the 
age of twenty-two joined the staff of the 
Freeman, s Journal, He served that paper 
for a few years as special correspondent in 
Ireland and as Parliamentary representa- 
tive at Westminster, and in 1894 joined 
the reporting stafí of The Times. 

"He ‘became a ‘conspicuous -mémber of the 
Press Gallery of the House of Commons, 
and in 1924 was elected Chairman. He 
has written a valuable book on the Press 
Gallery, and also other volumes on Parlia- 
mentary matters. Mr. McDonagh has also 
been a frequent contributor to the leading 
magazines and reviews on Irish topics. 
‘In addition to his books on the House 
of Commons, Mr. MacDonagh> is the 
author of biographies of Bishop Doyle and 
Daniel O’Connell, and at least two volumes 
on the work of Irish regiments in the 
European War. . 

Mr. MacDonagh has long been a popular 
figure in Irish circles in London, and is a 
prominent member and an ex-President of 
the Irish Literary Society. When he has 
time to rest his pen he finds recreation in 
country walks. '. 


Workman and C lark. 


The news that the famous shipbuilding 
yards of Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. 
have been taken over by a Scottish firm 
need not very much surprise anyone who 
knows .the history of, the shipbuilding 
industry in Belfast. As a matter of fact, 
the Scots were the first people to establish 
the industry on the banks of the Lagan 
which was to gain such a world-wide repu- 
tation’ in our days. 

In 1791 William Ritchie, who came 
from Scotland, opened his yards in Belfast, 
and from there sent out whole fleets of 
sailing vessels for the West Indies trade, 
many of them being built of Irish oak, and 
it was in W. Ritchie's yard that the first 
steamer to leave. the stocks in Ireland was 
built.

still ample, was not so fatiguing to the ear. 
That may have been the reason why I enjoyed 
the Schumann quartet more than anything 
that had been played before it. 

Some years. ago this A major quartet of 
Schumann was a Special favourite with 

-playing parties and with audiences 
also. In every season of the Royal Dublin 
Society’s recitals it was sure to be played 
once, and sometimes we may have it 
twice in a season. Lately, however, Schumann 
seems to have been one of the victims of 
fashion in musical taste, and this particular 
work has fallen into neglect. 

Its revival by the Lener Quartet was most 
welcome. How well-proportioned it seemed 
in comparison with the s —- dimensions 
of the César Franck quérict in the samie pro- 
gramme! The sense of proportion is applied 
not only to the length and number of the 
movements, but also to the nature of the 
themes and the degree of emphasis given to 
them. It is in revolt against a modern 
tendency to overload the string quartet that 
performers and audiences now turn again with 
ROM to the guartets of Haydn and Mosart. 

is A major quartet of Schumann reminded 
us that it 18 not necessary to go back so far 
in order to find works of pleasing ap 
Its once familiar themes came gratefully to 
the . Even the Lener Quartet, addicted 
though’ it is to seizing on some particular 
movement in which to make a special im- 
ression;-something by’ which to remember its 


for disturbance of balance, and its playing 
was as happily proportioned as the musie 


itself. 
A DISTINCTIVE TOUCH. 

Its performance of the Haydn quartet will 
be identified in memory by the distinctive 
touch given to the slow movement, with its 
folk-song melody, one of many examples of 
Hadyn’s use of tunes from popular sources. 
Concerning the Franck quartet my impression 
has been hinted above, but it is possible that 
the work could pe more if played with 
greater variety of tone and manner. It was 
in it that I found the constant fullness of 
tone oppressive. Mercifully there was a 
muted section: it was too welcome a time of 
relief. In this work, more than in any of 
the others, one wished that the leader of 
the Quartet, beautiful though his stream of 
hquid violin tone is, would not keep on quite 
go fluently. One never lost. him, even where 
his part plainly is merely accompanimental. 

BEETHOVEN. 
In the afternoon programme (to continue 
a retracing of impressions back from the 
end towards the start) the principal work 
was the Beethoven quartet... The Leper 
Quartet played a. notable part in the 
Beethoven centenary commemoration last year 
with its set of gramaphone records of the 
Beethoven quartets, and it is now in the 
middle of a course of Beethoven recitals in 
London. Its performance of the second of 
the “ Rasoumovsky’’ quartets at yesterday s 
recital may be described, therefore, as 
authoritative. The work itself is one of the 
most powerful utterances of the composer s 
middie period. Beethoven's writing for string 
quartet was always a few years in advance 
of his writing in other classes of composition, 
and though the date of the ‘‘ Rasoumovsky “ 
uartets is early in the middle period, the 
thought is as highly charged as that of any } 
other work that preceded the last great 
utterances of the master-mind. 
Seldom is Beethoven found to maintain the 
minor mode with all its implications of gloom 
so  d0E sú as in this quartet. In 
another context the lumping cross-rhythm, 
which occurs in the section of the Scherzo 
where a Russian tune is used, would appear 
as an outburst ef the composer's erratic 
humour, albeit a savage humour; but here— 
so powerful is the depression—the incident 
vields ‘no relief. The Lener Quartet played 
the work with something hke fervour, ani 
made its sombre grandeur more than usually 
impressive Other quartets may please us as. 
much as the Lener did in Schumann, but 
those who heard its playing of the Beethoven 
will think of the Lener Quartet whenever 
they see the index-number, “Opus 59, 
No. 2.”

Year by year they 
are increasing, and although they are but 
humble imitators of the National Feis 
Ceoil—with, perhaps, the exception of the 
Belfast organisation which now rivals the 
great Southern fixture—they are doing 
splendid pioneer work for music amongst 
the asses. The advance in choral sing: 
ing has been remarkable, and the pianc 
forte has its hosts of students, some © 
whom. have already achieved more than 
local fame. The growth of musical study 
has created a demand for conductors and 
teachers of classes, particularly on the 
vocal side, and an effort is being made to 
see that those who come forward to fil 
these responsible positions are properly 
qualified. 


CERTIFICATES OF EFFICIENCY. 


The Colleges which send _representa- 
tives periodically from across the water to 
hold examinations in Belfast and else- 
where do not provide for the teaching of 
ensembles, and the question has been 
taken up by the Society of Professional 
Musicians in Ulster, a body which was 
formed a few years ago. The Society. 
which has a number of distinguished 
musicians on its Council, is endeavouring 
to solve the problem, and with this object 
in view has prepared a scheme of examina- 
tions suitablé for amateur organists and 
choirmasters, singing-class teachers an 
choral conductors. : 

It is expected by these means to im- 
prove’ methods of instruction, and to 
guard against errors in voice-production, 
pronunciation and choral practice, which 
are fatal to progress and beauty in these 
branches of the art. The Society will 
also provide lecturers, if desired, to advise 
in musical festivals. and it is hoped that 
its certificates will be accepted as a 
standard of efficiency.

ON LOUGH NEAGH’S BANKS. 


The difficulties in connection with the 

Lough Neagh fishermen have not been 
settled, but, with the opening of Parlia- 
ment, their grievances will be ventilated, 
and it is hoped that some method of work- 
ing, satisfactory to all, will be reached. 
Members on both sides of the House view 
the claims of the fichermen with sympathy, 
and will do everything possible to assist 
them, but, of course, the legal rights of 
the fishery owners cannot be set aside 
The solution, therefore, can only be found 
in a spirit of accommodation and mutual 
forbearance. 
The owners have already formulated 
their conditions for a settlement, but some 
of those are not acceptable to the fisher- 
men, and at present a sort of truce is 
being observed pending a final idecision. 
In the meantime it is satisfactory to learn 
that a fairly good season is anticipated 
in the trout and eel fishing, although the 
men complain that the prohibiting of trout- 
fishing during February and September 
will greatly reduce their earnings.

There is a feeling of satisfaction and 
hopefulness in Belfast in connection wit! 
the purchase and reorganisation of Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co.’s shipyard. The 
works have been kept in good condition, 
and the gates can be opened at any moment 
for the fulfilment of orders. An im- 
portant consideration in shipbuilding 1s 
the financing of a concern until a vessel is 
sufficiently advanced under construction to 
justify payment of an instalment from the 
owners, but it is expected that there wil] 
be no difficulty in that respect, as the 
Government will be prepared to give 
wuarantees under the, Loans Guarantees 
Act. 

It has already done so to the extent of 
several millions of pounds, with immense 
advantage to industry in the province. In 
this connection the Government has earned 
the gratitude of all by attracting orders 
to Belfast, and in that way reducing un- 


employment in an appreciable degree. The 
new owners of the shipyard are optimistic, 
and their confidence is shared by the

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THE PROBLEM OF DECREASING 
TILLAGE . 
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In 1926 there were in the Irish Free. 
ciate 1,552,000 acres of ploughed land, 
o 988,000 acres of hay, and 8,416,000 atres 
of pasture, with 4,768,000 acres of “ other 
d.” This brings the total acreage in 
the State to 17,024,000. During the same 
period there were in the country 3,947,000 
cattle; 5,003,000 sheep, 884,000 pigs and 
91 367,000 poultry. 

“ Starting off with these facts, Mr. John 
Hooper, Director of Statistics, Department 
of Industry and Commerce, makes a com- 
prehensive | Survey of the agricultural 
<tatistics, 1847-1926, extending to 227 
rages, Which is published to-day by the 
Statsonery Office, Dublin. His report is 
divided into five. parts, and the text is 
elucidated by maps and diagrams. Detailed 
tables occupy no. fewer than 162 pages, 
and on account of the mass of information 
which it contains the volume cannot fail 
io be of permanent value.

WHY MIGRATION. OCCURS. 

4 striking fact which is brought out by 
Mr. Hooper is that, while Denmark had only 
56 permanent workers. per 1,000 acres of agri- 


_ cultural land in 1923, the corresponding figure 


returned for the Saorstat in 1912-was 61. It 
appears obvious that the number of agricul- 
tural workers his country is more than 1s 
required for sens system of agriculture, 
and, accordingly, there 1s a migration from 
the country districts. But even if it had to 
he assumed that it will not pay the Irish 
farmer to adopt a system of agriculture which 
will produce a denser rural populaiton, still 
it must be remembered that in other countries 
lso there is a migration from country dis- 
iricts as great as in the Saorstat, and still 
these countries can increase their total popn- 
lation,. expanding industries absorbing their 
rural migrants. 

There is nothing -very abnormal in the 
migration from the country districts-of the 
Saorstat. What is abnormal is the extremely 
slow rate of increase of the town population, 
the migrants from the country distri oing, 
not to the towns of their own, country, but to 
those of other countries, especially to those of 
the United States and Great Britain, where a 
higher material standard of living is attain- 
able and where no language difficulty presents 
itself to the Irish emigrant, 


NON-AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRIES. 
The Saorstat, Mr. Hooper goes on to state, 
has a comparatively small percentage of 
persons engaged in industries and services 
other than agriculture, 4nd a comparatively 
small town population. A preliminary result 
of the 1926 sus shows that of all occupi 
persons 63 per cent. were engaged in agricul- 
tural occupations. The corresponding figure 
for Denmark was in 1921 only 29.1 per cent. 
That Denmark has over 70 per cent.. of all 
occupied persons engaged in non-agricultural 
occupations ‘appears to have been lost sight of 
in this country, so much attention has been 
concentrated on her agriculture alone. A 
comparatively small percentage increase in

Making further comparisons with other 
countries, it was found that the areas of the’

Saorstat, 7 in Denmark, 5 in Germany), so 
also the “‘ small” farms. (22, 23, and 94 
acres, respectively), and the. ‘‘amedium ”’ 
farms (72, 70, ind 88 acres, respectively), 
but the “ Jarge.” farms in Germany were 
too large for cOmparative purposes.

The numbers oí acres ploughed and the 
numbers under hay per 1,000 acres of agricul- 
tural land decrease continuously as the size 
of the holdings increases; the numbers of 
milch cows, Fs young cattle, of pigs and of 
poultry also decrease; but the numbers of 
older dry cattle and of sheep per 1,000 acres 
iticrease as the size of the holdings increases. 
The contrast between the smallest and largest 
holdings is exceedingly great, and is very 
great even between the second smallest and 
second largest. Contrasting the’ holdings 
30-10 acres with holdings 100-200 acres the’ 
table shows: that on equol areas of agricul- 
tural Jand the smaller holdings have per 
cent. more ploughed land, 29 per cent. 

hay, 54 per cent. more mileh 
cows, 535 per cent. more cattle under 
1 year; 16 percent. more cattle 1 to 2 years 
old and 9 per cent. more cattle of all kinds, 
80 cent, more pigs and 139 cent. more 
poultry than the holdings 100- acres, but 
the latter have 24 per cent. more sheep, 
per cent. more dry cattle 2 to 3 years old, 
and 209 per cent. more dry cattle ó years old 
or over than holdings 20 to 950 acres. 

The table indicates how differently agri- 
cultural schemes, improvements in prices, 
etc., affect small and large farmers, the small 
farmers being more influenced by changing 
conditions for poultry, pigs, dairy produce, 
young cattle and ¢rops, and less by changes 
in conditions for beef cattle and for sheep. 


FOOD FROM THE SOIL. 

The figures for ploughed land may possibly 
give an exaggerated impression of the diffe- 
rence in the total quantity of food per acre 
obtained direct from the soil on: large and 
small holdings. Farmers with 1 to WD acres 
plough 2.8 times as much, and, area for area, 
as farmers with 200 acres or over, but the 
food per acre obtained from their holdings 
is not, of course, in anything like the same 
ratio. Small farmers with 1 to 20 acres 
plough only a little over one-sixth of their 
agricult land. If it is assumed that four 
acres Of grass is equivalent to one acre 
loughed, then the small farmers produce 
Hirect from the land only 29 per cent. more 
food per acre than the large farmers; even 
assuming that seven acres of grass is equiva- 
lent to one acre ploughed, the percentage is 
only 48 per cent., etc. 

Bosib y the greater quantity of food ob- 

i direct from the land on small farms is 
sufficient to support the greater densities of 
animals which, with the exception of milch 
cows are of the less costly types, but pre- 
sumably the small farmers purchase per acre 
more of the imported and home milled feed- 
ing stuffs for animals than the large farmers ; 
these ‘imports of feeding stuffs for animals 
in 1926 were valued at wholesale prices at 
the ports at £4,013,975; this appears a very 
large amount, but as at wholesale prices at 
the ports it is equivalent to only 6s. 8d. per 
acre of agricultural land, these imports, when 
correctly valued at. retail prices at the ‘farm 
at, perhaps, even twice this amount are 
obviously small compared to the food for 
animals obtained direct from ‘the land of 
this country. 

When comparing small and large scale 
farming the output per worker must be 
taken into account, as well as the output per

On ist June, 1926, Dublin had 184 dry 
cattle 2 to 3 years old per 100 cattle 1 to 3 
years in the country on Ist June, 1925;

131, are large importers of these older stores, 
which Louth with 117 and Longford with 110 
also import. The counties which get rid of 
proportionately the largest number of this

—the South-West got rid of most of their 
cattle at an earlier age. Farmers in the 
Central Eastern Counties with 20 to BO acres 
are now selling these stores (they purchased 
the younger and older calves), as well as the 
smaller farmers, but all farmers with over 
50 acres are still purchasing. As a result 
of the movements of the three different classes 
of cattle referred to, Meath with the lowest 
density of milch cows has now the highest 
density of dry cattle 2 to 3 years old on 
ist June; it is also densest in dry cattle 
ó years old or over. 

The internal trade in cattle ánd the 
densities of cattle, sheep and pigs will be 
easily followed if it is taken for granted 
that the denser the milch cows in any district 
or on any group of holdings, the less food 
for other cattle (and, accordingly, the earlier 
the age at which the other cattle must be 
sold off), the less food for sheep (and, accord- 
ingly, the less dense the sheep), the more 
milk for pigs and the greater the density 
of pigs, which, unlike sheep and dry cattle, 
do not compete with milch cows for grass. 


MILK SUPPLIES TO CREAMERIES. 

Returns obtained in 1926 went to show 
that over 37 per cent. of the milch cows in 
the country are owned by persons who supply 
milk to the creameries.. Maps provided sh 
that Mayo and Clare have dense herds, but 
that in Mayo only 1 per cent, and in Clare 
only 3 per cent. of the milch cows su ply 
creameries. Each of the ten counties, 
Limerick, Tipperary, Kilkenny, Sligo, Cavan, 
Monaghan, Cork, Kerry and Waterford had 
not less than 13,704 milch cows eupplyin 
creameries and not less than 38 per cent. of 
their total dairy herd. No other county 
had more than 8,468 milch cows, or more 
than 15 per cent. of their dairy herd, supply- 


ing crearreries.

Egypt and ltraa. 


The rejection by the Cairo Parliament 
of the proposed treaty ‘between the British 
and Egyptian Governments was not un- 
expected. For some time past the Waid 
party, under a politician named Nahas, has 
enjoyed a majority in the Chamber, and 
from the outset Sarwat Pasha’s endeavour 
to secure ratification was a forlorn hope. 
Sarwat now has resigned. Probably King 
Fuad will be forced to ask Nahas to form 
a Government, and the constitutional posi- 
tion. will be precisely what it has been 
since the. British Government made its 
grant of independence in 1922. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain has described the rejection 
of the treaty as “a misfortune’’; but he 
lays stress on the fact that it is a mis- 
fortune for Egypt rather than. for. the 
British Empire. The status which was con- 
ferred on Egypt in 1922 was purely an act 
of grace. His Majesty's Government granted 
complete self-government to the country, 
reserving only four points for subsequent 
discussion ; but when, last July, Sarwat 
Pasha opened inforrnal negotiations with 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, he knew per- 
fectly well that no treaty could be con- 
cluded which would deprive Great Britain 
of her control of the Suez Canal and the 
Sudan. Sarwat recommended the treaty 
to his Cabinet colleagues. He realised 
that it represented Britain’s last word in 
the matter, but his extremist opponents

and news Of a riot in Koweit or Basra 
might have ugly consequences in Cairo or 
Alexandria. In the circumstances, there- 
fore, the withdrawal of the British forces 
from Egypt would be madnéss. No 
British Government that even might con- 
template such a step would remain in 
office for a month. Britain’s position in 
the Middle East is anything but secure. 
Anti-British intrigue has been at work 
during the last five or six years in Egypt, 
in Iraq, in Palestine and in Trans- 
jordania, and the slightest sign of weak- 
ness would give the Empire’s enemies their 
opportunity. Egypt holds the key to the 
situation; for control of Egypt means 
control of the Suez Canal. At the back 
of all Britain’s policy in the a East 
lies the safety of India. Even with the 
rapid development of air transport, sea 
commmnications remain the vital link 
between London on the one hand, and 
Bombay and Calcutta on the other. All 
imperial policy is directed towards their 
maintenance. If they should be disturbed, 
the whole fabric of the Empire would be 
endangered. 


Unproductive Farming. 


Despite some écovery consequent on 
the business revival in England, economic 


| stringency continues throughout the Irish 


Free State. When the observer seeks the 
root cause for this state of affairs he 
cannot but realise that the country’s basic 
industry is insufficiently productive. The 
farmer is virtually the only large pro- 
ducer of economic wealth, and so long as 
his industry languishes there needs must 
continue an adverse trade balance which 
causes a drain on the economic life-blood 
of the country. The exhaustive return of 
agricultural statistics published to-day by 
the. Free State Department of Industry 
and Commerce enables the country to form 
“an accurate conception of the present 
position of the farming population. It is 
surprising to find that the Free State has 
61 permanent workers on every 1,000 
acres of agricultural land, as compared 
with only 56 on the same area in 
Denmark. Again, of the Free State 
population 53 per cent. are engaged in 
agricultural occupations, while in Den- 
thark the percentage is only 20.1. The 
Free State, therefore, is not lacking in 
agricultural workers, but it continues to 
preserve a mainly pastoral] rural economy. 
Its production, in a word, is not propor- 
tionate to its producers. Ireland never 
was a tillage country. Nearly eighty years 
ago the highest proportion of ploughed 
land—29 per cent.cwas recorded, but 
to-day less than 13 per cent. of the agri- 
cultural land is put under the plough. 
At present Donegal tills a highex propor- 
tion of land—26 per cent.—than any other 
Free State county. Seventy years ago 
County Meath tilled more than County 
Donegal, and thé eastern counties 
generally tilled more than the rest of 
Ireland. To-day Meath and the Midlands 
generally are devoted to grazing. Thus 
the portion of Ireland which once 
advanced beyond the pastoral stage has 
relapsed. How is the soil of the Free 
State to produce the wherewithal to 
correct the trade balance when only 137 
acres in a thousand are tilled, as con- 
trasted with 565 in Denmark and 652 in 
Germany? The returns show that’ 74 
per cent. of Ireland’s agricultura] workers 
are the farmers and their families; only 
15 per cent. are permanent wage-carners. 
A low proportion of wage-earners indi- 
cates a small proportion of farmers 
employing labour—or, in other words, 
winning a maximum return from their 
land, and producing an economic surplus. 
Evidently too many Irish farmers are 
content if the farm just supplies the vital 
needs of those who live upon it. Sons 
and daughters beyond those who are to 
succeed the old folk are packed off to 
America, and this ready way. to dispose 
of the young generation saps the will to

Science and Crime. 


The science of finger-prints and the safe- 
maker’s increasing skill make life hard for 
the modern criminal, but the chemist is 
his most relentless foe. In former days 
the poisoner’s trade was fairly safe and 
comparatively simple. Arsenic baffled the 
mediseval doctors and, even seventy years 
ago, the infamous Palmer’s frequent use 
of strychnine was undetected until im- 
punity made him reckless. To-day, as the 
London chemists have been boasting at 
their annual dinner, the use of virtually 
every poison can be traced surely and 
swiftly. In the case of arsenic the test ol 
Marsh-Berzelius, electrically modified, can 
detect as little as one-three hundredth of a 
grain per pound of suspected material— 
about. ten times less than a fatal dose. 
Until recently poisonous alkaloids were 
traced with difficulty, but now an in- 
genious system of colour reactions has 
closed that door to the most expert artist 
in murder. In many cases of suspected 
murder the nature of blood stains is a 
crucial affair, and former criminals often 
have received the benefit of the doubt. 
To-day the chemist can decide infallibly 
between human and animal blood, however 
small and, within limits, however old the 
stain may be. The forger’s trade, too, is 
not what it was in less scientific days. By 
careful treatment of documents with acids 
and oxydising agents the chemist can 
prove definitely whether two different inks 
have been used upon a cheque or receipt. 
As for the blackmailer or other criminal 
who is tempted by the possibilities— 
hitherto notoriously attractive—of invisible 
ink, certain disaster awaits him. Recently 
several gangs of French robbers were 
brought to book through ‘their old- 
fashioned faith in the use of invisible ink 
for code messages. In like manner the 
forging of ancient documents is becoming 
an unremunerative art. Modern chemistry, 
in ‘short, gives a new and grim point to 
Sir Walter's warning— i 

Oh what a tangled web we weave 
When first we practise to deceive!

A NEW GAELIC PLAY. 


Last night the Gaelic Players at the Bí 
Theatre repeated their success of a mont 
ago with another new three-act play, by one 
of their members—‘‘ The Black Spot,’ by 
Mr. Michael Sugrue, a young member of the 
company, who has come to the front lately 
as an actor, and now appears as a playwright 
for the first time. Apart from some slowness 
in the first act—a tendency to be too explana- 
tory, obvious in so many of the Gaelic plays— 
the piece was well constructed, and gripped 
the audience; and the author was called and 
loudly applauded at the end. 

Modern Irish drama and fiction both have 
used the theme of “ The Black Spot ” before; 
but here the treatment was fresh and un- 
A Kerry landlord (G. O Loch- 
jainn) decides to carry out certain evictions. 
His bailiff—a part played remarkably well by 
Mr. P. Beasley—refuses to deliver the notices 
to quit, for there are rumours of violence in 
contemplation. The landlord decides to de- 
liver them himself. In the second scene a 
meeting of conspirators is depicted, and the 
varied types set forth their various views 
Violence wins; it 1s decided to murder the 
landlord, and the lot is drawn. A young 
man (M. O Catháin), who is in love with the 
landlord’s daughter’ (Maire Ni Oisín), draws 
the fata] black spot; but he refuses to carrv 
out the crime. His brother, the leader of 
the conspirators, strongly played by the 
author of the play, decides to do the deed 
himself. In the third scene, the crime has 
been committed; the murderer has been 
hanged, and a funereal air is over all. The 
youth, now a fugitive, comes to the girl, and 
a bitter exchange takes place. As he goes, 
the pursuers appear. Outside there are shots: 
he. is slain. 

Acting which marked a great advance on 

what the Players gave us in former seasons 
miade this grim piece of realism convincing 
and impressive. The diction was remarkably 
fine—there was a rich flavour of the pro- 
verbial speech of old times. This aided in 
lifting. the play from the dangergof sg3v5r, 
and in maintaining the detached and tragic 
air. 
i Mr. Beasley's exuberant litile comedy, 
** Provincialism ” (Cúigeachas), followed, and 
once again Tadhg O Scannail gave a comical 
portrait of the Munsterman who denounced 
the Connaught folk, only to discover at the 
end that he himself was born in County 
Galway, and to effect an instantaneous change 
of front. Some amusing passages on pro- 
vincial vagaries of the language seemed to 
be a new embellishment.

As regards the 
third part, if, as would appear, the civil 
servants have received salary for the period 
referred to, no question of compensation 
would appear to arise. 

Sir W. Davison—Is the right hon. 
gentleman aware that in the Treaty. these 
civil servants have the right to retire 
within two years, and that many of them 
have been kept over three years, thereby 
losing émployment?

Mr. Arun Sinha, who succeeds to the 
peerage, is now in Switzerland. 

Lord Sinha was to have left for Bombay 
on March 22 on his way to England. One of 
the firs, ‘messages: of condolence received by 
Lady Sinha, who is in Calcutta, was from 
Sir Stanley Jackson, the Governor of Bengal.

The deceased statesman came to England 
for the first time in 1881 at the age of 17, 
and, becoming a member of Liticoln’s Inn, 
was called to the Bar in 1886, 
distinguished career as a lawyer, being 
Advocate-General of Bengal, with a short 
interval from 1907 to 1917. He was the 
first Indian member of the Viceroy’s 
Executive Council, and in 1915 he received 
a knighthood for his services,

PARASITE THAT KILLS. 


-. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


In the Zoolegical Department of University 
College, Dublin, Professor Bayley Butler, with 
the assistance of some of his research students, 
has discovered a parasite which either kills 
the egg of the liver fluke,or prevents its 
hatching. . 

This parasite—a fungus known to science as 
Catenartas anquillulae—was found growing in 
some fluke’ egg cultutes by Mr. Buckley in 
September, 1926. The fungus was first dis- 
covered by Sorokin in 1876. He found it 
growing in the body of an eel-worm. Since 
that year there have been few records of the 
genus found again. i ; 

It a that this fungus grows readily 
on both living and dead eggs, and that when 
fresh fluke eggs are exposed to infection they 
nearly all become infected with the fungus 
within a comparatively short time. 


PREVENTS HATCHING. 


** Within the egg, says Professor. Bayley 
Butler, “ the fungus forms rounded bodies in 
which its spores are formed. From these 
bodiés peculiar tubes grow out through the 
shell of the egg, from which the spores are 
set free. The. spores swim freely in ‘water, 
and after a time settle on the surface of un- 
infected eggs. They’ bore through the egz- 
shell and start: to grow to a new fungus 
within these eggs: A great mamy of the 
rounded spore bags, up to thirty, occur in a 
single egg. 

‘*Though many hundreds of thousands of 
infected eggs have been under examination in 
the laboratory, none of them could be induced 
to hateh. The parasite either kills the egg or 
prevents its hatching. 

“The investigation’ is in far téo early a 


_.| stage “as yet to enable us to say whether it 


can be usec as a practicable method of causing 
an epidemic of killing off fluke’s eggs in the 
field. Before we can hope. to do this it ‘is 
necessary to find some means of growing the 
fungus: m bulk “on some form of artificial 
material, since it would be quite impracticable 
to obtain enough fluke eggs to sow infected 
cultures of these eggs on fluke-infected lands. 


THE DISCOVERY. 

“It may be impossible to cultivate the 
fungus in this way. For four months. my 
assistant. in the College, Miss Humphreys, 
has been trying to tempt. the fungus to grow 
on all sorts of attractive foods, such as beef 
tea, jellies, hard-boiled egg, and so on. At 
first nothing would induce- the fungus to 
grow, but about a month ago, at last, we 
received some encouragement.. A glass slide 
was coated with an extract of seaweed, com- 
mercially known as agar-agar, in the form of 
a jelly. To this jelly was added a small 
trace of an extract of fluke eggs ground up 
in water and filtered. On this thin layer of 
jelly an infected egg was placed, and after 
some days, much to our satisfaction, the 
fungus commenced to grow out and form 
quite a healthy plant. with numerons spore 
bags, which liberated their spores readily. 

“This result has given us great encourage- 
ment, and we are now trying to get the 
spores themselves to germinate and ‘grow on 
other cultures. Should we succeed in this 
first stage of the work, it will be necessary 
to try cultures of the fungus under field con- 
ditions on infected grounds in the hope that 
we may introduce an epidemic among the 
fluke eggs. Of course, this is a very long 
way off, but we have been very lucky so far 
in finding, after such a short time, a hitherto 
unknown parasite of the fluke that we can 
only hope that our luck will continue.”

RESEMBLANCE TO DUBLIN. 


It is not easy to institute a comparison 
between Ottawa and any of the American 
cities which we visited, but I remember 
thinking that, if the same climatic condi- 
tions that obtain in Ottawa prevailed in 
Dublin, the two cities would look very 
much alike. Forgetting for the moment 
that the prevailing temperature was then 
twenty degrees below zero, the first thing 
to strike me in Ottawa was that the in- 
habitants are apt to stare at a visitor 
who has the hardihood to venture out of his 
hote] without an overcoat. They do not 
realise, of course, that the visitor may be 
suffering from the effects of American 
central heating, and that he may not, in 
the least, mind absorbing a little honest 
frost before recrossing the frontier.. I 
personally had not the slightest objection 
to being stared at, and for fully twenty 
minutes I revelled in the clean, if icy, 
hardness of the Canadian air. Then I lost 
my way and made the acquaintance of a 
gentleman magnificent in physique and 
so gallant in bearing ‘and courteous in 
speech that I blushed for the very thought 
that only an hour before be might have 
been taking a “drunk and disorderly ” 
into custody, this being necessarily part of 
a policeman’s duty.. This courtly person 
handed me over to one of his not less 
courtly brethrep. and, as he happened. to 
be undertaking a short journey in a horse- 
sleigh, I was. promptly invited to take the 
vacant seat beside him. So it was that I 
got niy first sleigh ride, and, if passing 
pedestrians saw anything incongruous in 
the sight of the massively overcoated driver 
end his overcoatless ‘passenger, the drive 
Jost none of its exhilaration for the 
passenger on that account.: The ~ hotel 
reached, my courteous escort expressed 
the pleasure that it afforded him to 
have been of “any little service,” and, 
with a final flourish of his whip, he was 
off again on his journey, leaving only a 
fleeting glimpse of his massive back and 
the rhythnical sound of sleigh bells 
jingling gaily in the frosty air of the 
noon-day. 


COURTLY POLICEMEN. 


I was less than twenty-four hours in the 
Federal capital. My recollections of it in 
the futurc may be few, but always it must 
be for me the city of courtly ‘policemen. 
While I had occasion to consult only about 
half-a-dozen, I saw at least two score of 
them.
